We bad to work from 
nix o'clock in the morning until tlx at night, 
with only half ao hour allowed us to dinner. 

1 asked him bo* he ond bis shipmates got 
on since they left their ship, He answered, 
'Very badly, sir ; many a time wo were with- 
out sufficient food, and often qb you seo me 
now without shoes to oar foot.' I askod him 
again why they did not return. His answer 
was, 'We wero alrnid, becauso our shipmates 
wonld laugh at ub.' Many othets whom 1 
met told mo similar tales, and nil of them 
deeply regretted having left tho scrvlco. 
This is a plain unvainishod statomont ol 
what I heard from these misguided men, 
and I trust it will be o warning to others 
who may be inclined to leave H M Service. 
Many of ihese poor fellowB uover reaoh the 
American side; in making tbeil escape, 
their boats aio earned away by the ebb 
tides, get amongst the whirlpools off the 
llaco Rocks and aro swamped, which tho 
keepers of the lighthouse can testily to their 
horror and dismay. I havo no doubt but 
the last seven men who deserted from tho 
Soout lost their liveB in a similar way.

Tho Boys' Collegiate School. 

The Annual Examination of the Boys' Col- 
legiate School, and tbe distribution of prizes 
to tho pupils of the same, took placo yester- 
day afiornoon in presence ot His Lordship 
Bishop Hills, several clergymen, visitors, and 
the parents and friends ol rauny of the pupils. 
The school-room was decorated by the boys 
with garlands of flouors and flags. The 
Eisbop addressed those present as to the 
naturo of the examinations held — wfiioh had 
been conducted daily for oyer a week — both 
viva voce and on printed forms, as in previous 
years, and several gentlemen assisted the 
Principal in the work. It was suggested to 
the parents that they themselves look over 
the papers and Bee if tbero were not some 
questions which would puzzlo even older 
persons than tho children. A new feature 
introduced in the way ol exercises was the 
examination in commercial affairs. His 
Lordship and other speukors urged the par- 
ents and friends generally to co-opernto with 
tbe Principal and teachers of the school— who 
deserved every praiso and encouragement — to 
further (he interests of the institution. 

The Rev. tho Principal spoke as to tbe 
financial condition,' &o. It appears there 
was an average attendance of (illy boyB during 
tho year ; that there were about twenty-five 
new pupils eince last examination, and con- 
sidering tho diminished population of the 

school was nearly equal to former years, 
which is thought may be attributed' to the 
reduction in monthly fees from tive to two 
and u half dollars. 

It wai also stated there was a reduction of 
of $1,000 in tho management as compared 
with tbe previous year, notwithstanding there 
was a loss of S40'2. The efficiency was not 
nt all impaired, but on tho contrary, the 
Biibop thought tho progress was more satis- 
factory.
